ted him in a Southern cauip.- Never 
much of a correspondent, he neglec- 
ted to write home when he wentriae- 
ross, in -fact-no one knew he was in 
the army until they released tho cas- 
ualty lists; and his name was found 
among the "killed in action" at Cha- 
teau Thiery and Vesle River, but he 
refused to stay dead and when they 
failed .to seal him in one of their me- 
tallic gfaVe boxes he turned up with 
a rift of reason and he was again 
listed as "wounded in action" Another 
rift in the clouds and his reason gone 
ngain for a period and thir time he 
was listed as "missing in action". 


More than a year after the war he 


woke as to his identity in Ashbury 
Hospita!, Minneapolis, Minn., where 
he had been shipped among the in- 
curables, but "Sanrly" McPherran the 
mere boy who had routed thfe German 
machine guri nests along the Vesle 
"River rind srved hundreds of his com- 
rades from death, was mads of better

, It was 45 years ago that Mr. Lev- 
inson left Swtden, coming to America 
Two years later, he sent back for his 
family, but hU wife' had d:ed and his 
mother-in-law, a woman p?st eighty, 
took four of the boys and two of the 


girls and started for this country, 
leaving a one year old girl and anoth- 
er girl just born, in Sweden. 
The 


family settled in DuBois and a short 
time later Mr. Levinson endeavored 
to locate his two little girls, one of 
whom he had liever seen. He ascer- 
tained that the government was tak- 
ing care of ona and a preacher had 
the other.

The people if. charge of the two 


sisters corresponded for several years 
telling them where they were. Fin- 
ally papers came to the Swedish Coun- 
sel in New york and were sent to 
a lawyer in DuBo'.d in which Mr. Le- 
inson v.'as asked to sign away posses- 
sion of the children. He jrefused to 
do this and the p^eW were returned. 
from that time until the present he 
was unable to locate his children. 


Recently Mr. Leviiison went to Har- 


risburg for f visit and; while there 
became acquainted'with a former resi 
clent of Sweden who contemplated a 
visit back home this spring. MT. Le- 
vinson told this man, Charles Swan-. 
son, of his two little girls and Mr. 
Swanson promised to loojc them up. 
When he arrived in 'Sweden he adver- 
tised in the papers, and the one girl 
was* found. The7 other, it was learned 
had died. The girl, wtio was alive, had 
been given a clipping telling of her 
mother's death and through Sail the 
years had preserved.it, this being the 
>nly evidence she hapl.-of her family. 


The girl states that she wants to

of Henry Leskowski, of this county 
at Rockview Penitentiary this morn- 
ing. 


Up until last Friday, Leskowski had 


10 notice of the date of his execution 
and Saturday he was taken on the 
long journey to 
Roekview, he had 


only a few hours to talk with his 
spiritual advisor and his seven small 
children before he was hurried on the 
railroad trip to the scene of his death. 


Heretofore it .has been the custom 


'lere to give a man 20 days notice of 
the day on which he has to meet his 
fate, by the reading of the death war- 
rant by the sheriff, but county officials 
did not receive notice of the impend 
ing event any ssoner than Leskowski. 


Lakowski was convicted for killing 


his wife while he was drunk. 
The 


nroup of his seven little children bid- 
ding farewell to their father was one 
of the most affecting scenes ever wit- 
nessed in the county jail here. 


On the way to Rockview, Leskowski 


and his guards got into a train haul-

As a matteir "of fact, the .first sum- 


mer is the 'more difHailt, particular- 
ly for the artificially fed baby who 
may, unknown to mother, be getting 
Jmpure of spoiled milk. Nothing d 
more likely to upset your baby's sto- 
mach and give him diarrhea. 


It is most important to st'e that you 


buy gcod milk. Keep that milk fresh 
by putting it on ice and keeping it 
there .with a cap on until you ar» 
ready for it. 


If, for any reason, you cannot keep 


the milk on ice, boil it for three min- 
utes as soon as it is delivered, and put 
it into a container that has been ster- 
ilized by boiling arid keep it covered. 


Boiling the milk may deprive it of 


certain qualities that are desirable 
for tha regular feeding of your child. 
But a little orange juice added to your 
baby's diet will make up for the loss 
of thoso qualities. Though boiled milk 
may constipate your baby, it is far 
better to g}va it to him during the 
summer months If you have not the

He jrefused to 
do this and the p^eW were returned.

. The summer is a hard time for ba- 
bies.

ly for the artificially fed baby who 
may, unknown to mother, be getting 
Jmpure of spoiled milk. Nothing d 
more likely to upset your baby's sto- 
mach and give him diarrhea. 


It is most important to st'e that you 


buy gcod milk. Keep that milk fresh 
by putting it on ice and keeping it 
there .with a cap on until you ar» 
ready for it. 


If, for any reason, you cannot keep 


the milk on ice, boil it for three min- 
utes as soon as it is delivered, and put 
it into a container that has been ster- 
ilized by boiling arid keep it covered. 


Boiling the milk may deprive it of 


certain qualities that are desirable 
for tha regular feeding of your child. 
But a little orange juice added to your 
baby's diet will make up for the loss 
of thoso qualities. Though boiled milk 
may constipate your baby, it is far 
better to g}va it to him during the 
summer months If you have not the
